2 The present application does meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claims 1 to 9 is new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT and Involves 
inventive activity in the sense of Article 33(3) PCT. 

2.1 Document D1 which is considered to represent the closest prior art discloses a cell 
culture apparatus (ref. fig. 1 to 4) comprising a flexible culture chamber (7) and a 
wave induction mechanism (1 to 4). 

The subject matter of claim 1 differs from the disclosure of D1 in that the wave 
induction mechanism lifts up only 5 to 50% of the length of the culture chamber. 
The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore new. 

2.2 Scale up of the apparatus is very easy to achieve form small volumes to several 
hundred litres since the wave induction mechanisms does not support the entire 
culture camber but have only to raise at least one extremity of the culture 
chamber. The subject matter of claim 1 Is therefore considered to involve inventive 
activity. 

2.3 The subject matter claims 2 to 9 is dependent on independent claim 1 and is also 
considered to comply with the requirements of Article 33(1 ) PCT. 
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
